AN ACT Rel ating to energency managenent and school viol ence pl ans
for schools; adding new sections to chapter 28A 330 RCW adding a new
section to chapter 28A. 195 RCW and creating a new section

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEWSECTI ON. Sec. 1. The purpose of this act is to encourage each
school district to prepare a district-w de energency managenent pl an,
and to encourage public and private schools to prepare an energency
managenent plan, to respond to and recover from energencies and
di sasters. These plans should include provisions for periodic testing
to mai ntai n energency preparedness. An energency managenent plan for
a school district should be consistent and coordi nated throughout the
entire school district.

This act may be known and cited as the school violence reduction
and energency preparedness act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 28A 330
RCWto read as foll ows:

School districts and public schools are encouraged to devel op and
adopt an energency nmanagenent plan limted in scope to the preparation
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for, response to, and recovery from human-caused energenci es stenm ng
fromacts or threats of violence or an all-hazard enmergency nanagenent
pl an that details howit will prepare for, respond to, and recover from
natural, technological, and human-caused energencies and disasters,
i ncluding acts of violence. Thi s emergency managenent plan shoul d

(1) Identify potential hazards that nmay pose a threat to the school or
to the staff and students of that school; (2) describe neasures to be
taken to protect students, staff, volunteers, and parents, and to
reduce the inpacts of each of these potential events, including plans
that describe the protection of people, capital facilities, and
equi pnent; and (3) describe steps to be taken in the event of an
energency to ensure all primary energency functions are fulfilled

Primary enmergency functions may include transportation strategies;
met hods of conmmuni cation; and the rol es and responsibilities for staff,
students, and volunteers in carrying out primary enmergency functions.
Additional elenents nmay be included in an all-hazard energency
managenent pl an. The energency managenent division of the mlitary
departnent, in cooperation with |ocal emergency nmanagenent agenci es,
shal | devel op and provide to school districts an "all-hazard pl anni ng
gui de" for school districts and school s.

These district and school energency managenent plans should
encourage each school wthin the school district to develop an
education programto inform students, staff, volunteers, and parents
about its energency managenent plan. An energency managenent plan
shoul d be exercised annually during the school year. These exercises
may address different types of potential hazards, such as arned
intruders and earthquakes, in addition to periodic fire drills.

School districts are encouraged to develop their energency
managenent plans and progranms in collaboration with the energency
managenent plan and program established by the 1ocal energency
managenent agency under chapter 38.52 RCW and their local |[|aw
enforcenment and fire agencies. School districts are al so encouraged to
submt their draft plans to their | ocal energency managenent agency for
review before formal adoption by the school board. School districts
are encouraged to devel op or update their plans within three years of
the effective date of this section.

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Private schools are encouraged to devel op and adopt an energency
managenent plan limted in scope to the preparation for, response to,
and recovery from human-caused energencies stemmng from acts or
threats of violence or an all-hazard energency managenent plan that
details howit will prepare for, respond to, and recover fromnatural,
technol ogi cal, and human-caused energencies and disasters, including
acts of violence. This energency managenent plan should: (1) Identify
potential hazards that nay pose a threat to the school or to the staff
and students of that school; (2) describe neasures to be taken to
protect students, staff, volunteers, and parents and to reduce the
i npacts of each of these potential events, including plans that
describe the protection of people, capital facilities, and equi pnment;
and (3) describe steps to be taken in the event of an energency to
ensure all primary energency functions are fulfilled. Primry
energency functions may include transportation strategies; nethods of
communi cation; and the roles and responsibilities for staff, students,
and volunteers in carrying out primary enmergency functions.

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(1) Funding for sections 2 and 3 of this act shall be provided to
| ocal energency managenent agencies through the energency nmanagenent
division of the mlitary departnent. Funds shall be distributed on the
basis of per capita full-tinme equival ent student enrollnent in school
districts, as follows:

(a) Energency managenent agencies for counties with kindergarten
t hrough twel fth grade public school enroll nent of nore than one hundred
t housand ful I -ti me equi val ent students shall receive fundi ng sufficient
to enploy one full-tine equivalent enployee for purposes of
i npl enmenting sections 2 and 3 of this act;

(b) Enmergency managenent agencies for counties with kindergarten
t hrough twel fth grade public school enroll nent of nore than two hundred
t housand ful | -ti me equi val ent students shall receive fundi ng sufficient
to enploy two full-tinme equivalent enployees for purposes of
i npl enenting sections 2 and 3 of this act; and

(c) The energency managenent division of the mlitary departnent
shall be allocated funding sufficient to enploy six full-tine
equi val ent enpl oyees for purposes of inplenenting sections 2 and 3 of
this act in regions not served through fundi ng made avai |l abl e pursuant
to (a) and (b) of this subsection.

(2) School districts that have adopted an energency nmanagenent plan
or are in the process of devel opi ng an energency managenent pl an shal
report to the energency managenent division of the mlitary depart nment
whet her the school district’s plan has been adopted or is under
devel opment, and shall further report whether the plan adopted or under
devel opnent is an energency managenent plan limted in scope to the
preparation for, response to, and recovery from human-caused
energencies stemmng fromacts or threats of violence or an all-hazard
ener gency nmanagenent plan. They shall submt these reports to the
enmergency managenent division of the mlitary departnent by Decenber
31, 2001, and Decenber 31st of every third year thereafter. The
enmergency managenent division of the mlitary departnment shall report
to the education conmttees of the house of representatives and senate
on school and school district enmergency managenent planning activities
by February 15, 2002, and by February 15th of every third year
thereafter.
